SEQUEL OF BITTER FIGHT 


Rock Island, Ill., June 3.—[Special.]—Jus- 
tice George A. Cooke, Democrat, was re- 
elected to the Illincis Supreme court by a 
majority of 5,188 over his Republican oppo- 
nent, Judge Robert J. Grier of Monmouth. 

Justice Cooke carried twelve of the four- 
teen counties in the Fourth Supreme court 
disirict Judge Grier won his home county 
of Warren with a lead of 1,659 and the 
neighboring county of Henderson by a 
jority of 441. In 1008 Justice Cooke was elect- 
ed to the Supreme bench by a majority of 
2,201 over Milton McClure of Beardstown.

Campaign an Exciting One. 

The election came at the end of a cam- 
paign which became intensely bitter in its 
closing stages. Justice Cooke had the benefit 
of a good organization which was perfected 
particularly in the cities of Rock Island, 
Quincy, and Beardstown and in the Demo- 
cratic counties generally. 

Adams county, in which Quincy is situated, 
gave a majority of 1,500 for Cooke. Rock 
Island, in the same senatorial district in 
which is Jusice Cooke's home county of 
Mercer, gave Cooke 967 majority. In 1900 
there-was a Republican majority of 54 in the 
county. 

Cass county, where resides lton Mc- 
Clure, defeated three years ago, returned 
a lead of 705 for Cooke, as egaingt a ma- 
jority of 88 for the Republican in In 
Beardstown Republican candidates, it is 
claimed, worked for Cooke. 


Influence of Sullivan Charged. 

During the campaign it was charged that 
the Hearst organization in Chicago had been 
instrumental in causing Judge Grier to be- 
come a candidate. This was denied indig- 
nantly by Judge Grier’s friends, but an issue 
was raised and the campaign became Intense- 
ly personal in its last stages, the charge being 
made that Justice Cooke had been allied with 
the Roger C. Sullivan faction in Democratic . 
state politics.

Agree After Test That Official’s 
Choice Is Not Among Best of 
Samples Presented. 


BARTZEN ADMITS 0.K.ING THE DEAL

, Patrick J. (Fish) Murray, the new county 
superintendent of public service, is starting 
out on the broad road that leads to trouble. 
He has had the county board award the cur- 
rent quarterly contract for flour to be sup- 
plied the hospitel at $5.34 per barrel, when 
he had a bid of 35.07. He did this, he says, 
after he had conferred with Peter Bartzen, 
president of the county board. 

Both explained yesterday they wanted to 
get the best flour. The three experts em- 
ployed by the county officially report, how- 
ever, that the flour purchased Is of the lowest 
grade of any sample submitted. The three 
analysts are the Gulick-Hendergson com- 
pany, the Columbus laboratories, and the 
Western Analytical laboratories. 

In addition the bakers of the hospital, the 
Dunning an@ the Oak Forest institutions 
made official reports after baking loaves of 
bread from samples of the flour, This trio 
recommended against the purchase made. 
There is nothing whatever in the records 
which explains the reason for the award. 


The experts all agree the flour priced at $5.07. 


is of a higher average quality than that 
bought at $5.34.

“Why did you not recommend thet the 
contract be awarded to the lowest bidder?” 
was asked Mr. Murray. 

“We did recommend the lowest bidder on 
nearly all the other contracts,” he replied, 
‘‘ put this is the county hospital. We have 
to take care of the sick and injured there, 
and we wanted to get the best flour pos- 
sible. I talked it over,with Mr. Bartzen be- 
fore I made the recommendation and he in- 
dorsed that idea.”’ 


Bartzen Says That’s So. 

“Is it true that Mr. Murray conferred with 
you before awarding the county hogpital 
flour contract and you sanctioned his 
scheme?" was asked Mr. Bartzen. 

“ Yes, we talked it over,” replied the head 
of the county board. ‘‘ We wanted to get 
the best flour and the tests showed the flour 
we selected was the flour to purchase.” 

“Some one must have told you that,” was 
remarked. ‘' You surely could not have read 
the recommenéations of the experts.” 

“T’ll look into that,” replied Mr. Bartzen. 


“Tf the award does not agree with the rec- | 


ommendations I want to know it.” 

The official records show the award is ex- 
actly the opposite of the recommencations of 
the experts, if there were any experts. . They 
tested samples of flour #ubm:i.ed by each 
bidder. They agree unanimously that the 
sample of the Durand=& Kasper company 
was the lowest grade.

Supt. of Public Service Murray claimed 
each of these county bakers actually beked 
a loaf of bread from the eamples of flour sub- 
mitted by the bidders. The expert analysts 
Gid exactly the same thing. 

In addition they have the equipment for 
the measufing of the ingrecientse placed in 
the bread to a fraction of @ grein and the 
mechanical epparatus for mixing and bak- 
ing the flour under exactly the game condi- 
tions.

YOUNG GIVES UP 


Managers of Iowa Senator 
Predict He Has Won Nom- 
ination by 40,000 
Plurality. 


LEADS ALL OVER STATE. 


Vote Indicates Clarke Has Beaten 
His Opponents in Preferen- 
tial for the Gov- 
ernorship. 


Des Moines, Ia., June 3.—-Early incomplete 
returns from Iowa's state wide primary, | 
based on a small fraction of the 2,806 pre- 
cints in the state, showed that United States 
Senator W. S. Kenyon of Fort Dodge was 
running ahead of Former Senator L. Young 
of Dea Moines, about 2 to 1, 

Senator Kenyon's managers, asserting that 
the vote in Des Moines was a determining 
factor, declared on the basis of the early re- 
turns Senator Kenyon would carry the state 
by a plurality of at least 40,000, 

W. H. Wiseman, manager for Lafayette 
Young, at 10:30 tonight conceded Young's 
defeat. 

Young’s Managers Give Up. 

“ On the face of returns from more than a 
hundred scattered precincts over the state 
indications are that we have been defeated,” 
said Mr. Wiseman. “ We concede that Sena- 
tor Kenyon has carried Polk county, in which 
Des Moines is located, byaratioof2tol He 
will probably have a majority of about 2,500 
in the state.” 

Fifteen precincts of a total of forty-seven 
in Des Moines showed the vote for Kenyon 
2,047 and for Young 982. In addition Young 
had lost his home precinct in the Third ward 
by a vote of 201 to 115, 

Compiete returns from twenty scattering 
precincts in the state outside of Des Moines, 
including one-half the precincts in Cedar 
Rapids, gave Kenyon 1,828 and Young 1,041. 


Kenyon Leads All Over State. 

The first returns from Sioux City, Musca- 
tine, Ottumwa, Ames, and Council Bluffs 
also showed Senator aes hes well in the 
lead. 

Complete returns trom Jackson county 
give Kenyon 1,004 and Young 718. 

In the governorship fight on the Repub- 
lican ticket Clarke has been nominated over 
P. G. Holéens and A. V. Proudfoot. 

According to these meager returns Con- 
gresaman 6tt of the third, Haugen of 
the Fourth, Kennedy of the First, and 
Kendal) of the Sixth have been renominated. 

From the Eleventh district it was reported 
Congressman Hubbard was leading his op- 
ponent, George C. Scott of Sioux City. 


Hamilton Appears Winner. 

John Tf. Hamilton's “do nothing” cam- 
paign apparently has won him the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor. E.G. Dunn, 
his rival, thoroughly campaigned the state 
and had an efficient organization, but Ham- 
{lton preferred to let his campaign rest on his 
business record.

GIVES BLOW TO BARNES 


New York Leader Declared to 


Be of Worst Type in 
Politics, 


OWN RACE FOR PRINGIPLES 


Oyster Bay, June 3.—Col. Theodore Recse- 


velt in a statement made public tonight urges 
the defeat of Elihu Root as temporary chair- 
man of the Chicago convention. 

Col. Roosevelt saya Senator Root has ren- 
dered good service to the country both as a 
legislator and member of the executive 
branch of the government, but that he now 
etands allied with the forces of reaction in 
their fight against the people. 

The statement then turns to an attack on 
William Barnes Jr. of New York, who will 
be the Taft leader in Chicago. The fact that 
Barnes will serve !n that capacity, Mr. Roose- 
vyelt says, shows that the contest for the Re- 
publican nomination will decide whether 
the people or the interests will rule. He re- 
fers to Barnes as typical of the worst kind 
of political boss. 

Col. Roosevelt cites. the result of ei the 
presidential primaries as showing tivat the 
people do not want Taft as their candidate 
and says that the bosses, under Barnes, will 
attempt to defeat the expressed wish of the 
party.

William Clark, marine engineer at the Co-

When he came 
into the room he was cheered, and applause 
interrupted his speech many times. 


Factions in Audience. 

But the ministers were not undivided in 
sentiment. There were two parties, one say~ 
ing the conference did just right, the other 
that [t did wholly wrong. 

“There were more new delegates in the 
general conference just closed than‘any yet 
held and there were fewer who knew any- 
thing of Methodism, its traditions, and espe- 
cially the laws governing) general confer 
ences,” said Bishop Neeley 

“Tt was am impulsive body. It swung from 
one thing to another in a short space of time. 
It could barely be said to have been a de- 
liberative body at all. It made more deci- 
gions in shorter time and knew less of the 
considerationa on which the decisiong were 
based than almost any conference that 
Methodism in America ever had, certainly 
more than any general conference it ever 
held. 


Says Politics Entered Meetings.

On the La Salle street side the elevation 
‘has a@ colonnade of polished red granite col- 
umns forty-five feet in height and five feet 
six inches in diameter, the largest columns 
in Chicago. | 

Above the three stories the exterior of the 
building will be terra cotta in imitation of 
gray granite. The Quincy and Adame street 
and Fifth avenue sides will be of the gray 
granite pilaster treatment. Wherever gran- 
ite is used it will be the gray variety from 
Maine. The height of the structure will be 
twenty stories. The colonnade effect will be 
used on the topmost three stories.

Harrison Says He May Not Wait 
for Traction Valuation. 


COMMITTEE LACKS FIGURES. 


Experts Fail to Present Reports 
and Are Ordered to Submit Them. 


Mayor Harrison may take steps to start 
Chicago subway) construction without wait- 
ing for the city and elevated railway repre- 
sentatives to agree upon a valuation of the 


railway properties. 

“IE am not charging the elevated railway 
people with purposely blocking progress by 
delay,” he said. ‘‘It may be unintentional 
and unavoidable, but still I think that a plan 
could ‘be started at once that could be fol- 
lowed under a merger ordinance or without 
one. In that way something could be done 
now.”’ 

, The transportation committee held another 
meeting to hear comparative detailed valua- 
tion figures prepared by the city valuation 
commission and J. Milton Trainer, real es- 
tate expert for the elevated companies. 
When the figures were not forthcoming, two 
resolutions calling for the submission of de- 
talled figures to bear out the valuation re- 
ports of the city’s and railroads’ represen- 
tatives were adopted. Comparison of the 
divergent reports item by item was promised 
to the committee by next Monday afternoon. 

John J. Reynolds, chairman of the valua- 
tion commission, had figures showing the 
elevated roads’ earnings for 1911. They in- 
dicated net revenue of $3,226,159. Less 8 per 
cent for repairs it amounted to $2,503,258, 
thus showing, he said, a 5 per cent income on 
a valuation of $50,065,160.

Stops Chinese Gambling Graft. 

Tribute collecting for the protection of 
Chinese gambling is at an end in Chicago, 
the mayor said in commenting on the Chi- 
nese gambling raids at 451 and 457 South 
Clark street. They were made on Sunday 
evening and twenty-six Chinamen were ar- 
rested. The mayor also said he had given 
the Chinese permission to play their native 
games as long as there was no gambling. 

“‘ Attorney Charles F. Hills came to see me 
some time ago,” the mayorsaid. “ He stated 
the Chinese had been compelled to pay pro- 
tection money to operate their games and 
said they not even were allowed to play the 
games whether for money or not. I told him 
they would not be interfered with, if they 


didn’t gamble.” s

The comment of Iowa’s rep- 
resentative on the national committee indi- 
cated that he believes New York's Demo- 
cratic senator will be the choice of the na- 
tional committee for the temporary chair- 
manship. 

“ Senator O’Garman was the compromise 
candidate for the senatorship as between the 
contending elements in New York Demo- 
cratic politics,” said Judge Wade, “and it 
is felt throughout the country thet he has 
healed a breach which long hae existed in 
New York Democracy. I would not be sur- 
prise’ to see him selected for the temporary 
chairmanship. I think that there wobld be 
little or no apposition to him.” 

Judge Wade asserted that the only names 
he had heard considered were those of Sen- 
ator O'Gorman, Congreseman Sulzer, and 
Congressman James. 

Clark on Fourth Ballot. 

“ Speaker Clark's friends,” he continued, 
“are asserting he will be nominated on the 
second ballot. I have been in touch with con- 
ditions over the western states, and I be- 
lieve his nomination will be delayed until 
the fourth ballot. I am certain in my own 
mind he will be the ultimate nominee.”

Embarrasses His Friends in Sen- 
ate by Refusing to Resign Seat. 


———— 


SAYS HE’LU BE VINDICATED. 


Some of His Former Supporters May 
Vote for His Expulsion. 


BY TOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., June 3.—[Special.]— 
Unless he changes his mind over night, 
Senator William Lorimer will not resign his 
seat in the senate. 

He arrived here this morning looking fit 
and prepared to make a determined battle 
for his soiled toga. He appeared anxious 
to let every one know he has no intention 
of surrendering, even though a fight on his 
part may destroy the men who have been 
his loyal friends and supporters in the past. 
This is what he said to several correspond- 
ents: ‘ 

I am: not going to resign. I ex- 
pect to be vindicated. IF have come 
here to make a speech, and I believe 
the senate will uphold the majority 
report of the committee. I am not 
expecting to see Vice President Sher- 
man. I am “feeling in fairly good 
condition. 

Mr. Lorimer appeared in the senate late 
this afternoon. Senator Gronna, who sits 
next to Lorimer, shook hands with him, and 
Senators Fletcher and Johnston, who re 
ported in bis favor, also had a few words 
with him, 

It is realized at the capitol that Mr. Lori- 
mer has no chance of retaining his seat. 
The senator takes the position, however, 
that so far as he himself is concerned he 
prefere to be expelled rather than to resign. 


: Unpleasant for His Friends. 


Under the circumstances he prefers to be 
excluded, if that ta to be his fate, by the 
vote of the senate. Then he could claim 
that politics wag responsible for the action 
taken and he would have at least a shred left 
upon which to base his statemem that he 
was elected honestly. 

But the men who have backed him in the 
past feel that Mr. Lorimer owes them some- 
thing. Those who voted for his retention 
a@ year ago and have themselves appeared for 
re#lection have been defeated. Againet oth- 
ers a strong sentiment exists and they are 
apprehensive that they too will be discarded. 

Mr. Lorimer will make his position clear 
tomorrow. If he permits Senator Kern to 
begin his speech this wil? be accepted as 
proof.af his purpose to force a vote. : Mr. 
Kern will attack the findings of the majority 
of the committee. The majority members 
will defend themselves and this will nat~ 
urally mean a defense of Mr. Lortmer.

SKIN TAN. 

HERE are skins which naturally 
are thick and oily and others thin 
and dry: The condition of the skin 
is the result of environment, re- 

memberinug the difference in the 
effect of environments on thick skins and 

on thin. A woman out in the sun and 
wind a great deal must expect her skin 
to tan. If she is in the dark and behind 
walls all of the time, she must expect it 


to be soft and white. 

The object of the skin is to furnish pro- 
tection to the underlying tissues. If the 
light is bright, the deeper layers of skin 
will pick up an increasing amount of pig- 
ment so as to let less light through into 
the underlying organs. 

An albino is a person born without pig- 
ment, or with very little. It is deficient 
in the hair, the eyes, the skin. Al) of 
the light which strikes him leaks through 
into his under tissues and to him 
er daylight is as painful as it is to en 
ow 


—— 

Sunshine is a good thing for a human 
being, but too much of it is bad for him, 
and even a moderate amount is bad for 
his skin. Basking in the sunshine can be 
overdone, however pleasant it may he. 
When a tubercle bacillus or the diphtheria 
germ tries it, death follows in abont seven 
minutes. In order that he may indulge, 
the turtle must grow a thick shell, the 
man must plant trees, build roofs, and 
provide broad brimmed hats, the skin must 
accumulate pigment. 

As life in the open air is necessary for 
health, a white, pliable skin is proof that 
the owner is leading ah unnatural, and, in 
the end, unhealthy life. Tan, and some- 
times freckles, indicate that the’ owner is 
leading a life which jis good for the body 
as a wholé, but is ne for the skin. 


This should be bbpt clearly in mind: 
It is the exercise and the open air which 
does the good, and the strong sunlight is 
of secondary importance, in fact, is to be 
guarded against as much as is compatible 
with exercise and air. Lying around on 
the beach loafing and tanning scarcely 
gains enough good to offset its harm. 

About the same conclusions apply to the 
wind’s tanning. The winds a 
country make the skin brown and Jeathery. 
The moving, hot dry air must have water 
and it takes it from the skin. The cli- 
matic conditione: which makes so much 
for improvement in tuberculosis of the 
lungs is harmful to the skin. On the other 
hand, exercise in the open air on a wet 
day does not harm the skin. The exer- 
cise makes heat, the hot blood is sent 
co the skin to be rid of its heat, the sweat 
glands. pour out sweat, but the rain and 
snow have filled the air with moisture 
and the skin is not dried out or tanned 
or mummified.

The point to this article is that the skin 
is for the purpose of protection. It has 
work to do. The things that are good for 
us, Buch as open air and a moderate 
amount of sunshine, are bad for our skins. 
If a woman wants @ lily-white or house

complexion, she must stay in the house. 
On the other hend, staying in the house 
makes her liable to get fat and flabby, to 
develop indigestion, from which a bad 
skin results, so that, in the long run, noth- 
ing much is gained for the skin. As com- 
pared with out of doors, with reasonable 
efforts to protect the skin, she sometimes 
will be ahead at 30, but not frequently, 
and after that she is pretty certain to be 
a loser, and what woman wants to lose 
out at 30?

AVOID TEA AND COFFEE. 

K. L. D. writes: ‘‘ What foods act as stim- 
ulants without being injurious? For years I 
have been a coffee drinker and feel the need 
of such a stimulant, but wish to discontinue 
tea and coffee and want something else to 
take their place. I am intensely nervous. I 
have been engaged in office work for e num- 
ber of years. I do not seem to have the 
strength or vitality thet I used to have and 
would be glad to know how to build up 
through proper eating and a light exercise. 
Long walks do not agree with me—that is, 
over six miles atatime. I think I recently 
overdid myself by walking more than this 
each day. Iam awoman over 28 yearsof age. 


REPLY. 

None of the foods except tea and coffee are stim- 
ulating drugs. If you are being harmed by the 
saimulation of coffee, stop it. Substitute any 
warm drink which sults your palate. One is as 
good asanother. If you are not in good condition, @ 
six mile walk certainly is too much for you. Get 
Galbraith’s “ Personal Hygiene and Physical 
Training for Women,"' read it, and follow it.

NEEDS MORE EXERCISE. 

J. M. writes: ‘*‘ What is the cause of that 
eternally tired feeling in the case of a woman 
of 40? She sleeps fairly\ well and has a 
good appetite. Often she in the morn- 
ing as tired as when she went to bed the 
night before. After dinner she is ready for 
bed and scarcely has enough strength to 
undress. She weighs about 120 pounds and 
is under average height.”’ 


REPLY. 

She is neurasthenic. She does not exercise 
enough. Pusey says, in “‘ Care of the Skin and 
Hair’’: ‘*' The average person who is tired. all 
the time, who, after a day of ease, finds himself 
worn out at night, is, as a rule, not a victim of 
overwork or nervous fatigue but of too much food 
and teo little exercise.’* 


SALT AND BRIGHT’S DISEASE. 

P. writes: ‘‘An article by an M. D ine 
recent issue of ‘The Cooking Club’ on the 
salt eating habit stated that the use of salt in 
the human system is deleterious, producing 
diabetes, Bright's disease, and heart troubles. 
He protested against its use in cooking. Ils 
there any considerable school opposed to the 
use of salt? What is your own view of meat 
eating, as opposed to a strictly vegetarian 
diet?” 

REPLY. 

I do not think there is any considerable school 
opposed to the use of salt. In Bright's disease it 
je best to decrease the amount of galt taken with 
the food. Many phyeicians think so. My opinica 
is that e@ moderate amount of salt is a necessity. 
I beHeve in a mixed diet—one Gontaining meat, 
bread, vegetables, and frukt. However, adults 
doing mental work require little meat. In summer 
little meat ie required.

Fort Monroe, Va., June 3—With all the 
ceremonies which a friendly fleet extends to 
a visiting squadron in a home port, the Ger- 
man warships Moltke, Bremen, and Stettin 
were welcomed to American waters here to- 
day. The fighting machines have come to 
America to return the visit of the American 
fleets at Kiel last year. 

President Taft, Secretary Meyer, and an 
official party came from Washington 6n the 
yacht Mayflower to extend the welcome of 
the nation to Admiral Von Réebéur4Paasche- 
witz and hisofficersand men. With the pres- 
idential party was Count von Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador. 

Salutes of twenty-one gune for the prosi- 
dent and fifteen for the secretary of the navy 
cracked sharply from both fleets as the May- 
flower headed in to Hampton Roads. 

— 

The German ships had been at anchor for 
several days just inside the Virginia capes, 
As they steamed slowly into the roads con- 
voyed by part of the welcoming squadron, 

the big American battleships and cruisers 
at anchor, the Louisiana, North Dakota, New 
Hampshire, Delaware, Florida, South Caro- 
lina, and Utah, dressed ship to welcome the 

distinguished foreigners. 

Ships’ bands on the after decks of the flag- 
ships Florida and Moltke exchanged na- 
tional airs as the German ships passed be- 
tween the American lines, turned about in 
@ graceful circle, and drew up alongside. 
The Moltke anchored near the Florida. 

Admiral Von Rebeur-Paaschewitz with his 
officers immediately called upon Admiral 
Ward, the senior American commander pres- 
ent, aboard the Florida. 

The two sailor princes, Henry of Reuss and 
Christian von Hessen, took their places in 
the party, merely as lieutenants of the line. 
Prince Henry is not the brother of the Ger- 
man emperor. .

WHAT A COMPLAINT DID. 

Chicago, May 17.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Late in January I wrote 
you of the conditions existing in the bal- 
cony of the office at 111 West Adams 
street.

There were thirteen people and 
the same number of desks in the balcony, 
and the health officer ordered all but 
three removed. A stairway was also or- 
dered put in.. 

The people employed there were over- 
joyed, but did not know whom to thank. 
My respect for the Friend of the People 
was increased an hundredfold. 

Then the company delayed the ordered 
improvements until Ald. Stewart was 
asked by the company to look into the 
matter. The alderman visited the office, 
looked over the balcony, and said: 

Who says there is not enough air 
here? Who ordered desks removed? 
There is nothing wrong here. The next

me.”

You must understand that I make this 
statement in behalf of one “afraid of 
losing his job,” and therefore no name 
can be mentioned. Otherwise I would 
visit the city hall, as you advised.

When the above was forwarded to the de- 
paftment of health the following answer was 
received:

An inspection made between the hours 
of 11 a. m. and 2 p. m. might show six 
people, but the rest of the working day 
there are thirteen in the balcony. 

However, a fire escape was partially 
installed since my first complaint, and 
has been completed since the second, re- 
lieving some of the danger from fires. 

I am more than evér convinced that

banks. 

Will Reyjew Cabinet Clash. 

When the National City bank organised the 
National City company to hold ita stock in 
other banks Attorney General Wickersham 
instituted an investigation without consult- 
ing his associates in President Taft's cabinet. 
He clashed with Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh, “who deemed the matter within 
his jurisdiction. The attorney general de- 
cided the bankirg laws were being violate! 
indirectly. The secretary of the treasury 
sought to overrule him. Then President 
Taft stepped in, sent for the decisions of 
each of his subordinates, and pigeonholed 
the documents. 

It was explained unofficially that the Na- 
tional City cempany had returned the bank 
stocks to the National City bank officers ang 
that, as there was no longer any violation of 
the law, there was no necessity for the presi- 
dent taking any action.

The oiiiitins was administered in a solu- 
tion and was mixed with ‘the water the 
squad.drank. The students did not know 
when they were getting the caffeine. There 
were no stated times for giving it in order 
to keep the mind of the student freé from 
worry in order that the physical condition 
might not be changed materially- through 
the action of the brain. 

Before joining the “poison squad” each 
student had to sign a re] against any 
action for damages against the college. : .

| CUBS VICTORS IN 
EXCITIN @ BATTLE: 


Brainy Play by Sheeckard 
Proves Big Factor in Defeat 
of Boston, 4 to 3. 


/TRICK STOPS A RALLY. 


Bravis Tie Count in Seventh, but 
Visitors Put Over Winning 
Tally in the Ninth.

Boston, Mass., June 3.—[Special.J—In a 
desperate and exciting contest the Cubs 
whipped the Boston Braves once one more 
today, winning in the ninth inning by a score 
of 4 to8. It wasa game filled-with unusual 
things and a superior defense, aided by 
James Sheckard's brains and muscles, per- 
mitted the Cubs to come out with the long 
end of the score. 

One may look back in past years for un- 
usual and quick thinking plays that have 
been executed om the ball fleld and one will 
find that James Sheckard has figtred in 
more tricks turned by outflelders than any 
other outflelder Inthe game. James turned 
one today that was a sparkler, and one that 
no other outfielder would care to attempt. 
Mordecat Brown was pitching at the time 
for Chicago and had been going at a lively 
pace. In the sixth inning Brownie got in the 
hole, letting Hess make a single and passing 
McDonald. With these two men on Vin 
Campbell raised a high fly a bit to left 
center,' Sheckard raced under it, and of 
course the two base runners held their 
places, but Sheckard fooled them. 


Sheckard Fools Runners. 

Instead of catching the ball he trapped it, 
taking it on the pickup, then shot it to Evers 
who was standing close to second baee. Johnny 
executed the other end of the brainy play, and, in- 
stead of one man, two men were retired. John 
first tagged Hess as he stood on the bag, then 
John tagged the base with his foot, and tm this 
way both Hess and McDonald were forced out 
while Campbell was permitted to remain on first 
base through a fielders’ cholc®. 

That play alone wus worth the price of admis- 
sion, for it wae properly executed and done in the 


tight hole. Johnny Killng, boss of the Braves, 
screamed his Cispleasure, but all it did wae to 
get him put out of the game. Johnny claimed 
that Sheckard had first: caught the ball and then 
dropped it, but every one in the grandstand had 
meen the veteran Cub star deliberately make the 
play, and it’s the kind of a play that is seen about 
oncéin @ season. 

Although Sheckard’s quick mind got Brownlie 
out of that hole the three fingered one got intoa 
worse one in the next inning, and the Braves tiled 
the score. The Cubs had gathered one in’ the sec- 
ond, one in the third, and one in the gixth, and 
seemece about to breeze through to the finish 
without giving the enemy a tally. But in the sey- 
enth the. Breves rallied and in a jiffy made two 
singles and a home run and tied the count. 


Lavender Comes to Rescue. 


Ben Houser, the lanky first sacker, was the man 
to get the homer. When Arthur Devlin followed 
this with a line hit to left center for one base 
Brownie was removed from the scene of battle and 
Jimmy Lavender haled from the warming up cor- 
ner. Jimmy stopped the stampede at once with 
some first class pitching, and in the ninth the 
Cubs put over the one run needed to win. 

'. Brownie pitched in dandy form for six innings. 
In that time he had permitted only four scattered 
hits and seemed to have the Indian sign on every 
batter who faced him except Devlin. The latter 
had made two of the four hits, and one was a 
double. But in the seventh Brown possibly lost 
enough of his control to get him in the bad hole. 
Doc Miller and Jackson had gotten on with sin- 
gles, but both were a bit flukey.

Gives Suffragets Credit 
for Electing Good Mayor. 


E had the most contemptible mayor 
é : and the most contemptible council. 
They were devils incarnate. We 
tried our best. to down them, but 
couldn't. The women said: ‘ Give 
us the ballot and we'll dg/it.’ We gave them the 
ballot. I never saw such a fischt in my life, but 
when it was over and the ballots counted we 
aes we had won by 800 vetes, and the women 
did it.” 

This woman suffrage testimony was given by 
Prof. John O. Foster of the University of Puget 
Sound, who resides at Seattle, in a volunteer 
speech before the Chicago Methodist preachers’ 
meeting yesterday. His remarks were occa- 
sioned by a talk by Mrs. Edward T. Lee, chair- 
man of a church work committee of the Illinois 
Equal Suffrage Association, who asked leave to 


_ distribute suffrage petitions /among the minis- 


ters. 
Prof. Foster continued with an account of the 
mayoralty battle this year. 

‘“"Phen came the time for electing a new 
mayor, and we found a most excellent man, 
George F. Cottrell, and we put him on the 
We had a new battle and we won. Now 
we've got one of the best mayors in the country, 
and the women did it.” 
Lee introduced her subject by saying 
that those who’ signed the petitions need not 
feel they are favoring woman suffrage. The 
petitions, she said, merely favor the putting of 
the suffrage proposition to the voters at the 
election of Nov. 5, : 

Dr. William OQ. Shepard, who was elected a 
bishop at the recent general conference of the 
Methodist church at Minneapolis, deprecated 
the promimence the subject of amusements was 
given at the conference. He said he did not 
like to have the question, “‘May I dance?’ or 
“May I play cards?” put to him frequently as 
if those were tests of Christianity. 

“T gat out in the hall at the convention won- 
dering if it was my duty to vote on the change 
of the rule,” he said, “and when I went in and 
voted I felt the great exultation of my life that 
I had expressed my conviction unflinchingly. I 
am perfettly willing the rule should remain @ 
rule and Fail into innocuous desuetude.” 

The attempt to change the rule giving more 
freedom én the conscience in the matter of 
amusements failed. Dr. Shepard voted for the 


change.

Governor Designates Flag Day. 


A proclamation from Goy. Deneen setting 
aside Friday, June 14, as a state holiday for 
the celebration of Flag day was read last 
night: at Memorial hall before the National 
Flag Day association. Extensive preparations 
are being made by various patriotic orgariza- 
tions for observance of the day. The govern- 
ors of several states will be present. 

At a business meeting in the afternoon Dr. 
Vv. J. Cigrand .read the draft of a bill which 
it is proposed to offer to congress providing 
that it be made a misdemeanor to insult the 
American flag. The bill fixes the penalty for 
the first offense at from $25 to $1,000 and for 
the second a fine of $1,200 and a year’s im- 
prisonment. {/ Mutilation of the flag, carrying 
it wrong side up, and improper use of it for 
advertising or commercial purposes are in- 
tluded in the category of the manner in which 
the flag may be insulted. 

Resolutions urging that more time be given 
in the public schools to the study of American 
history and that flags be carried at half mast 
only for three days in honoring ordinary citi- 
zens were adopted. 

Dr. Cigrand was elected president, Julia A.

Devil’s Food.

HE antithesis between devil's food and 
angel. cake is suggestive, especially con- 
sidering the very dark color of the one 
and the pure whiteness of the other. 
There is just this difference in color be- 
tween the groom’s and the bride’s cake, yet 
neither bride nor groom is in such a temper 

as to be saying, “ Angel I and devil you.” 
Perhaps this cake originated in Spain, where 
the devil has always been very active, poking 
around into the people’s stews, and many 


_ Other things. At any rate, there have orig- 


inated in that country, and entirely without 
malevolent intent, various chocolate confec- 
tions. After we have ceased entertaining our- 
selves with such surmises we may say that 
this cake is one of those referred to by the 
author of the statement—I wish I knew who 
it was—who said: “I can teach sugar to slip 
down your throats a million ways.” Devil's 
food, well made, is one of the easy sipping 
sweets,

“Alb chocolate cake” is another name for 
this food, and recipes for it are sometimes given 
for i¢ under the plain name of chocolate cake. 
And what a number of these recipes there are! 
I took a dozen or so of them the other day 
and made a table with the headings, butter, 
sugar, eggs, milk, flour, baking powder, soda, 
chocolate, vanilla. Under butter I found that 
one-half or one-fourth cup was mostly used, to 
about two cups of flour and two of sugar, al- 
though one recipe had as little as*’one table- 
spoon, 

> 


The sugar question is quite an important one 
in this cake. Many people are of the opinion 
that brown sugar, two cups, should be used, 
but others much prefer the white. The aver- 
age of eggs is something over two up to four. 
In some cases the yolks only, two or three, 
are used, and the whites are saved for the 
icing. - Sometimes one egg and the york of a 
second, or two eggs and the yolk of a third, 
are used. In general, sweet milk, about a cup, 
is used, but sour milk may be used, and an 
excellent cake may be made with water only. 
As to flour, it varies around two cups, a little 
over and a little less—i‘ess preferably—but 
this depends upon one’s taste as regards this 
cake. In many recipes both baking powder 
and soda appear, the latter always added last. 
As to chocolate, two ounces—half a cup or 
two squares—are quite sufficient if the cake is 
put together right, but four squares make a 
more thoroughly dark cake. 

> 


It is quite unnecessary to go to the pains 
of grating the chocolate, If it is put in dry 
grated it makes a very different cake from 
the other sort. It is sufficient to melt it only, but 
many cooks make their cake in two mixtures, 
calling one—the chocoiate part—the custard. 
This is made often of half the sugar and milk 
and sometimes a yolk of eggs, but sometimes 
the chocolate is simply melted with the milk 
and allowed to cool, as is the custard, defore 
it is added to the other mixture. 

In comparing this large number of recipes I 
found that the most universal formulis was as 
follows: One-half cup butter, two cups sugar, 
four eggs, one cup of milk, two and a third 
cups of flour, two to four teaspoons of baking 
powder, two squares of chocolate. It is quite 
sufficient to put these together as an ordinary 
cake, adding the melted chocolate last. Al- 
ways a cake is lighter if the flour is added a. 
Tittle at a time alternating with the wet.

WHEAT. DRYING UP 
UNDER HOT WINDS 


Crop Damage Reports More 
Numerous than Ever; 
Trade Is Alarmed. 


* | LOARAE GRAINS HIGHER. 
Corn Fluctuates Violently, While 
Oats Rally with Spirit; 
Provisions Supported. 


Rather generally supported claims by the 
crop experts that rains of Friday night in 
Kansas and Nebraska were insufficient and 
the wheat crop is egain in a critical condi- 
tion caused much higher prices for the day. 
Last prices were 1%@2c higher andthe situa- 
tion as it developed was entirely in Hne 
with the theories expressed by the bulls with 
the closing of last week. Southwestern 
markets advanced more than did this, while 
the northwest markets naturally dragged 
because of fine crop prospects in that section. 

There was much covering by shorts here 
and in other markets, and, as pointed out 
late last week there was much reinstat- 
ing of lines sold by the longs around the holi- 
day period last week. The news from Ne- 
braska was more sensational than ever, 
while in Kansas the crop is said to be going 
back at a rapid rate, with no rain In pros- 
pect. It was declared by the leading ex- 
perts who covered the wheat fields Satur- 
day and Sunday that the rains recently re- 
ported hardly laid the dust. Intense heat, 
accompanied by hot winds, swept over those 
states and shriveled the growing plant rap- 
idly. 

Trade Is Professional. 

Other grop news was given little consid- 
eration, which left little feature to the trade 
other than of a professional character. 
Logan was a good buyerof July, Nye-Jenks 
bought liberally of July and September, and 
the Armour Grairy increased its line of July. 
The selling was generally scattered, with 
traders keeping close to shorts. The weekly 
statistics were about as expected, the visible 

y showing a decrease of 1,379,000 bu— 
somewhat under the estimated figure—an¢d 
compared with an increase of 929,000 bu a 
year ago, leaving the total domestic visible 
30,849,000 bu, as compared with 26,838,000 bu 
domestic and bonded during the same week 
last year.’ 

The Canadian visible decreased heavily, 
being 4,080,000 bu less, with the total 12,950, 
000 bu. Primary receipts were 383,000 bu, 
against 664,000 bu a year ago. The world’s 
shipments were 9,968,000 bu, or 3,500,000 bu 
less than for the preceding week and 6,500, - 
000 bu smaller than last year. Supply on 
ocean passage decreased nearly 4.000,000 
bu, leaving the total afloat nearly 3,000,000 
bu less than last year. Liverpool closed 44d 
higher for July and %d lower for September 
and December. Paris was unchanged to Ic 
higher. Berlin %c lower, Budapest 2c lower, 
while Antwerp was unchanged. The cash 
wheat trade here, together with flour, was 
dull, and similar. conditions were reported 
elsewhere. There were rumors of a sale of 
300,000 bu of No. 1 northern in Minneapolis 
for shipment to Duluth later, which were 
not conclusively confirmed. 


Corn Fluctuates Violently. 


Corn fluctuated , violently for a time, having « 
firm start, a sharp break of 1%c in short order, 
then generally hardened, and worked up to a little 
above the early high point, and closed 4c to %c 
higher than Saturday's final level. A great deal 
of long corn was unloaded by wheat holders early 
and there was much short selling on the decline 
also. This class of shorts, mainly the smaller 
ones, covered later. The larger shorts bought 
heavily on the opening slump, sold more 
deliberately on the later bulges. 

The cash demand for shipment was moderate, 
although the offerings on Saturday were at low 
prices. Sales were reported at 200;000 bu. De- 
liveries at country stations free, but sales by 
country dealers small. Cars received were 477 
with 629 estimated for today. The world's ship- 
ments were liberal, mostly from Argentina. Cash 
sales at Saturday’s prices were l4c lower, 


Oats Are Irregular. 


Oats acted much the same as other grains, espe- 
cially corn, showing a little weakness early, but 
advancing sharply later, and closed %c to 1c 
higher. The feature of the trade was the heavy 
covering of shorts who became alarmed at the 
wheat situation and the damage reports now 
coming regarding oats. There was also some sup- 
port at the advanced level, which was due to a 
better ehipping trade. Cash sales were large at 

000 bu. The most of the crop damage reports 
emanated from Nebraska. Receipte were 166 cars 
with 188 cara estimated for today. 


Provisions Are Supported. 


Provisions were higher all around and enjoyed a 
good general trade, with ahe final range 27c to 400 
higher. Small western packers sold some product, 
probably delayed hedges, while a few local packers 
sold long product on bulges, but the big buying of 
the day wae by one of big packing concerns that 


then 


had been reported as covering short sales for some, 


time. Hog receipts were 9,000 head less than ex- 
pected at 29,000 head, with estimates for today light 
at 17,000 head. Total arrivals of hogs at western 
points for the day, 71,600 head, against 87,500 head 
@ year ago.
